team defending the ap¬ 
peal. 

Colyton Parish Council 
was particularly appre¬ 
ciative of the effort in 
preparing for the appeal 
and recognised the very 
difficult circumstances 
surrounding the inquiry. 

This comes on the 
back of praise from 


Councillor Helen Parr, 
chairman of the Coun¬ 
cil's Development Man¬ 
agement Committee, 
who said: “This latest 
success in a planning 
matter shows that our 
determination to pro¬ 
tect the landscape of 
East Devon against the 
wrong kind of develop¬ 
ment is both real and 
stoutly defended. 

“We will continue to 
weigh each application 
on its merits and we will 
stand up to developers 
when we are confident 
that our case is strong." 

EDDC's Development 
Management Commit¬ 
tee had turned down an 
application from Seaton 
Park (Devon) Ltd for a 
mixed use development 
that would have in¬ 
cluded housing, a busi¬ 


ness development unit, 
offices, workshops, a 
play area and sports 
field with two football 
pitches and a multi-use 
games area (MUGA). 

The developers ap¬ 
pealed against the deci¬ 
sion at a planning 
inquiry held over four 
days in December 2013. 

The Inspector, Mr Ge¬ 
offrey Hill, announced 
his decision on Monday, 
January 20th. 

He dismissed the ap¬ 
peal, primarily on the 
grounds that the green 
wedge shown in both 
the existing and new 
Local Plans should be 
preserved. 

He also dismissed a 
claim from the develop¬ 
ers for costs to 
be awarded against 
EDDC.

Musbury school is 
safe from closure 

MUSBURY Primary School can once again be the 
obvious first-choice for pupils in the area. 

That was the verdict after education bosses re¬ 
vealed the school has been saved from closure 
thanks to a federation with Sidmouth Primary 
School. 

A threat of closure had been hanging over the 
school for some time, but the rescue deal was re¬ 
vealed on Thursday, January 30th. 

A Devon County Council spokesperson said: “The 
school is to federate with Sidmouth Primary School 
whose executive head, Paul Walker, has been help¬ 
ing to run Musbury Primary School for the past 
term.” 

A very happy Mr Walker said: “We are delighted to 
join with Sidmouth Primary School in Two Valleys 
Federation and I believe our dedicated staff and our 
experience will help bring about rapid improve¬ 
ments. 

“I am very grateful for the support I have already 
had from staff, parents, governors and the wider 
community in Musbury and I look forward to work¬ 
ing closely with them in the future.” 

The future of the school had been in doubt since 
pupil numbers dropped to single figures. Currently 
there are 14 pupils. 

In an attempt to give the school breathing space 
and work out a long-term strategy, the school en¬ 
tered a management partnership with Sidmouth, 
which will now be formalised through the new Two 
Valleys Federation after half-term. 

Pupil numbers have already started rising again at 
Musbury, but Mr Walker stressed it was vital to re¬ 
cruit more pupils from the local area. 

He said: “We want Musbury to be, once again, first 
choice for all the families in our area because of the 
first-class education we aim to provide in a family 
setting.”

The team of ladies in Colyton have raised tens of 
thousands of pounds over the years for Cancer Re¬ 


search UK and Friday’s enjoyable event added an¬ 
other £900 to their total. 

Tony Beard has a huge following in Devon 
through his Sunday morning request programme 
on BBC Radio Devon, which he has been hosting for 
30 years. He used to be in much demand as a 
cabaret act but now restricts his personal appear¬ 
ances to after dinner speeches. 

He is hugely enthusiastic about preserving the 
Devonshire accent and he had the Colyton audi¬ 
ence in fits with his rustic songs and poems. 

During the break when supper was served Tony 
sat with Jackie and I and we had a chat about how 
country life was being eroded in so many ways and 
how important it was to protect and perpetuate the 
Devonshire customs.

COLYTON 

Jobs under threat at 
CeramTec factory 

ONE of Colyton’s biggest employers, CeramTec UK 
Ltd., is under threat of closure as profitability has 
“declined steadily” over the past 10 years. 

Staff were told last week that the future of the 
technical ceramics company, which has operated in 
Colyton for more than 40 years, was under consid¬ 
eration. The possible closure means “a number of 
jobs may be at risk”. 

A statement issued last week said that the com¬ 
pany was currently consulting with workplace rep¬ 
resentatives to discuss the possibility of avoiding or 
reducing the number of redundancies in ther event 
of closure, and that the group would support staff in 
any way it could. 

On January 29th, chief technical officer of the in¬ 
ternational CeramTec group, Sigurd Adler, issued the 
following statement: “The profitability and viability 
of the CeramTec UK Ltd. production facility at Coly¬ 
ton has declined steadily over the last 10 years. 

“Huge efforts have been made by the company and 
its hardworking em¬ 
ployees to improve prof¬ 
itability through a 
variety of initiatives, but 
these have sadly not 
been enough to counter 
the effect of the overall 
economic situation, and 
changing market condi¬ 
tions affecting the 
group's UK business 
and there seems little 
prospect of significant 
future improvement.

Patients are asked to play their part by making 
routine appointments well in advance. 

Dr Cole explained: “For routine, non-urgent ap¬ 
pointments we would like you to book appoint¬ 
ments two to three weeks in advance. This enables 
us to manage our urgent appointments more effec¬ 
tively.” 

He also said that phone consultation might be of¬ 
fered for ‘semi-urgent’ needs and that reception¬ 
ists will be on hand to find the right type of 
appointment for all nature of ailments.

‘Iron Age’ roundhouse is 
discovered at Cloakham 


Archaeologists have discovered a round¬ 
house, possibly from the Iron Age, under a 
piece of land at Cloakham Lawn in Axmin- 
ster. 

The discovery was made during a routine archaeol¬ 
ogy survey, paid for by a developer as part of the plan¬ 
ning application process. 

Ian Barnes of Cotswold Archaeology said: “Progress 
on site has been good considering the inclement 
weather and we expect to hand the site back to Bovis 
Homes around the second week of February. 

“We will then have a clearer idea of what we have 
found as dating evidence remains quite limited, but to 
date we can say that we have uncovered a very small 
amount of pottery and at least one roundhouse, which 
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may date from the Iron Age, and some ditches of pos¬ 
sible Roman date. 

“Once we have left the site we will set about cata¬ 
loguing the finds and photographs, and will be avail¬ 
able to meet and discuss the items with local 
organisations or individuals who may have an interest 
in local history.” 

Malcolm Gilmore of Bovis Homes added: “We’re de¬ 
lighted to have funded this project and hope that the 
finds that Ian and his team have made will be of in¬ 
terest to local people.” 


Police alert over bogus photos 


AXMINSTER police have asked residents to be on their 
guard if asked to buy photos from a man claiming to work 
for the Environment Agency. 

The alert was issued after PCSO Andrew Trott received 
a report from a concerned member of the public about a 
man trying to sell photos of the Axminster area at £35 
each.

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Police reveal ‘staggering’ 
drink driving figures 


THE proportion of positive results 
from breath tests for Christmas 
2013 was higher than the year be¬ 
fore, new figures released by 
Devon and Cornwall Police re¬ 
veal. 

Police administered 1,326 breath 
tests, of which 167 were positive, 
refused or failed to provide - 12.5 
per cent of the total. In 2012 only 
11.8 per cent of those tested pro¬ 
duced positive results. 

A 28-year-old woman from 
Devon was caught more than four 
times over the limit during the 
Christmas period. 

However, the proportion of pos¬ 
itive breath tests following a col¬ 
lision was lower this year, with 
just 21 out of 361 found positive. 

Inspector Richard Pryce, Roads 
Policing Inspector, said: “The 
overall percentage of positive tests 
is slightly higher which is disap¬ 
pointing. The positive drink driv¬ 
ing figure is still too high. 

“Some of the detection results 
we had are staggering. I find it ut¬ 
terly incredible that some individ¬ 
uals will drive after drinking so 
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much as to be three or four times 
the drink drive limit. 

“They show scant regard for the 
lives of other people on the road. 
For some, clearly the messages are 
not getting through. 

“As always, catching drink driv¬ 
ers is a year-round priority for us 
and we will continue to crack 
down on drink and drug driving to 
actively contribute to making our 
roads safer.” 

New figures also reveal overall 
crime in Devon and Cornwall has 
fallen by 2.6 per cent in 2013 - a 
reduction of 2,235 crimes - but 
the incidence of certain types of 
offence has risen sharply. 

The force has seen reductions in 
burglary, vehicle offences and 
criminal damage, but violence 
without injury, public order of¬ 
fences and sexual offences were 
all up by more than 10 per cent. 

Devon and Cornwall Deputy 
Chief Constable, Bill Skelly, high¬ 
lighted alcohol as a frequent cause 


of violent behaviour in the region, 
and said the force is looking at 
ways to manage the problem. 

He said: “There is no doubt that 
violent and sexual offences are ag¬ 
gravated and at times caused by 
alcohol, and that it also impacts 
heavily on areas such as domestic 
abuse. We estimate alcohol to be 
involved in at least 35 per cent of 
violent crime, so the consumption, 
licensing and selling of alcohol is 
having a huge impact on commu¬ 
nities. There is already extensive 
work going on with partners and 
the Office of the Police and Crime 
Commissioner to look at how this 
can be most effectively managed.” 

Deputy Chief Constable Skelly 
added: “The figures show Devon 
and Cornwall remains a safe place 
to live, work and visit. 

“A small rise in crime in some 
areas does not make Devon and 
Cornwall less safe, but none the 
less, we have to constantly ob¬ 
serve crime trends to reduce of¬ 
fences and work with our partners 
to deal with the root cause of them 
as soon as possible.” 




Petition to fight youth service cuts 


A PETITION to stop fundamental change in Devon 
County Council’s (DCC) youth service has been 
started by a team including teenage youth service 
volunteer Alfie Weaver from Sidmouth. 

DCC last week presented plans for what it called 
“a targeted” youth service approach, which 
would mean the council would no longer run tra¬ 
ditional centre-based activities for all youths. 

A DCC spokesperson said: “The council is con¬ 
sidering moving from a universal service to a 
more targeted approach aimed at early help and 
prevention. 

“Skilled youth workers would work with social 
workers and other partners to identify and pro¬ 
vide early help and support to vulnerable young 
people and those most at risk. 

“This targeted approach means the county 
council would no longer manage or run more tra¬ 
ditional centre-based activities aimed at univer¬ 
sal support for all youngsters. 

“Community and voluntary groups and others 
with an interest will be invited to suggest alterna¬ 
tive models or express an interest in taking over 
any of the council's 34 youth centres as part of 
the 12 week consultation.” 


The spokesperson said: “The proposal is a re¬ 
sponse to a recent critical Ofsted report and 
budget. 

“The youth service currently costs £3.7 million 
a year and employs 114 full-time-equivalent (FTE) 
staff. 

“The county council has to save £110 million 
from its spending by 2017 and has consistently 
warned that all services would come under the 
spotlight.” 

In the intro to the petition, Mr Weaver promised 
a fight against the proposals, saying: “Why has 
the government and local authorities chosen to 
tackle youth services? 

“This is simply because the voting age is 18+ 
meaning that we cannot have a say through vote 
on what goes on in our country. 

“What they don't realize is we will fight until our 
youth services are safe. We will not put up with 
them being closed down.”

“Frontline or support, trainee or 
executive, the progress we have 
made in the past eight years is 
down to them.”

In the interim, director of fi¬ 
nance and deputy chief executive 
Andy Robinson will assume the 
role.

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Befriending service to 
help stop social isolation 


A NEW service will help lonely 
and isolated people in and around 
Seaton. 

Seaton and District Hospital 
League of Friends has created a 
befriending service in response 
to an increasing number of refer¬ 
rals - mainly from health and so¬ 
cial care professionals. 

The befriending service aims to 
alleviate social isolation and im¬ 
prove the health and wellbeing of 
people in Seaton and surrounding 
villages who may be feeling 
lonely and isolated for a variety 
reasons. 

These can include ill health, be¬ 
reavement, life changes, being 
housebound, having limited social 
contact or lack of family and 
friends nearby. 

League manager, Lycia Moore, 
said: “We receive a high volume 
of referrals and I would like to pro¬ 
vide an important lifeline in the 
form of a volunteer befriender to 
support everyone referred to the 
service within as short a time as 
possible; as a result, we are look¬ 
ing to recruit additional volun¬ 
teers to help deal with the 
demand. 

“Befrienders are needed to visit 
people in their own homes once a 


week for a friendly chat over a 
coffee, or to give support to iso¬ 
lated people by helping them to 
go out for walks or to local groups 
and activities. 

“Helping the lonely and isolated 
people within our community is 
very important to us, but we can't 
do it without the kind support 
and dedication of local volun¬ 
teers. 

“The role of befriender is very 
fulfilling and rewarding, and you 
will be making a real difference by 
helping to develop trusting and 
helpful relationships. 

“Volunteers are not asked to do 
any personal care, domestic or 
medical tasks. 

“TTie service is all about social 
contact as a means of improving 
the day to day life of the individ¬ 
ual. 

“Over the last few weeks, in ad¬ 
dition to providing vital compan¬ 
ionship, our befrienders have 
helped support their friends in 
many practical ways, such as 
writing Christmas cards for a 
partially sighted person and peo¬ 
ple with severe arthritis in their 
hands, also reading Christmas 
cards and helping to display them 


where they can be seen and en¬ 
joyed. 

“In the cold weather befrien¬ 
ders, checked up on their ‘friends' 
to make sure they were well and 
keeping warm." 

All expenses incurred whilst 
volunteering are paid for by the 
league. 

Volunteers are encouraged to 
attend regular coffee mornings to 
meet fellow volunteers, to receive 
additional training and also to 
have the opportunity to share 
experiences and provide general 
support for one another. 

Lycia added: “In addition to our 
one-to-one befriending service 
and our monthly Friends in the 
Community Group, we are look¬ 
ing at providing other social 
groups, to enable people to re¬ 
connect with the community 
through activities that interest 
them. 

“These groups may include a 
lunch club, singing and music 
group, bingo, scrabble and board 
games and seated exercise in¬ 
cluding yoga."

New footpath to run from Axmouth to Seaton 


AXMOUTH Parish Council has gained ap¬ 
proval and funding for a continuous footpath 
to be established throug the village to the centre 
of Seaton. 

The cuncil won approval following years of 
constant pressure on Devon County Council 
and support from county councillor Jim 
Knight. It was one of the priorities highlighted 
by the local community in the Parish Plan. 

A pedestrian footway will be constructed 


alongside the churchyard wall during March 
this year, providing safe disabled access to the 
church and safer access for pall bearers via the 
currently underused gate opposite the door to 
The Harbour Inn. 

The pedestrian footway itself will run from 
Chapel Street to the centre of Seaton, at road 
level but separated from the traffic by a sub¬ 
stantial kerb. To accommodate the footway, the 
road will be narrowed for vehicles along this 


stretch and additional warning signs advising 
“oncoming vehicles in the middle of the road” 
will be displayed on each approach. 

Bollards will be placed on the footway adja¬ 
cent to The Harbour Inn to protect the sunken 
access. 

Parish councillors hope that these improve¬ 
ments will also control traffic speeds and im¬ 
prove the environment through the village.

Green wedge success was 
not down to district council 


■ IT’S often said that journalism is the first draft of his¬ 
tory. I’m hoping that your letters page will act as the sec¬ 
ond draft because I nearly choked on my porridge reading 
Councillor Helen Parr proclaiming her latest success in 
a planning matter... “to protect the landscape of East 
Devon against the wrong kind of development” (. Pul- 
man’s View From Colyton, January 28th). 

The fact is that, in the months leading up to her plan¬ 
ning committee’s decision on the green wedge develop¬ 
ment application between Colyford and Seaton, both 
Councillor Parr and her colleague Councillor Godbeer 
were making worrying noises about how “economic” ar¬ 
guments might trump the green wedge preservation pol¬ 
icy. 

The View’s own correspondent wrote an accurate report 
of a meeting in Colyford, when a hall full of locals re¬ 
alised that they could not rely on their elected represen¬ 
tatives to protect this site, and that they would need to go 
down with placards to the planning meeting. The atten¬ 
tion generated by this put the application in the full media 
spotlight, as it deserved. 

I spoke at that meeting, and had dug out Councillor Parr 
and Councillor Godbeer’s manifesto for the last election, 
in which their number one promise was to protect the 
green wedge. I copied that promise to all members of the 
planning committee the weekend before and, together 
with 10 other technically-excellent speeches from the 
public, that left the committee no option in front of 100 


or so people than to vote against. Councillor Parr, to 
everyone’s mystification, and at our hour of need, ab¬ 
stained. 

Howard and Anne West, and Robin and Bonte Pocock, 
then led a brilliant, selfless campaign to ensure our com¬ 
munity was independently represented at the developer’s 
appeal, where it emerged that East Devon planning offi¬ 
cers had not commissioned the requisite bat surveys prior 
to determination. This nearly fatally weakened one of 
East Devon’s strongest suits, but fortunately the inspector 
judged that the green wedge factor the campaigners had 
stressed would win the day. 

The question for Councillor Parr is why, when Exeter 
had its Local Plan discussed four years ago and published 
two years ago, East Devon failed to do this. This failure 
of her allies on her watch left East Devon vulnerable to 
just such proposals for over-development as long as no 
plan is in place. This threat remains. 

The credit for saving one of the most beautiful parts of 
the Axe Valley does not lie with her or her council, but 
with a model campaign by local people which, for the 
record, cost a number of locals rather a lot of money 
which she will, presumably, not be rebating from our 
council tax. And her council’s actual reaction? A cam¬ 
paign to restrict public speaking rights in future!

‘Batty’ decision over Seaton Heights! 


■ IT is batty about Seaton Heights and the bats - all of 
our animals, birds and insects will always find another 
place to exist. 

For years in Seaton I have noticed a decline of our sea¬ 
sonal visitors, due to our permanent gull population. 
Every year in the past we were visited by house martins 
which had two nests in our front porch and, as our gull 
population got bigger, with no black bags to raid for food, 
I noticed that small bird fledglings, which consists of 
house martins, swallows, sparrows and linnets, as soon 
as they took light down come the gulls for an easy meal. 

So the house martins nests have not been used over the 
last three years, in Seaton these days you hardly see a 
small bird. 


When rooks come every year to the rookery to nest, 
gulls have even raises their nests. I witnessed a lone gull 
that raided a nest being torn to piece by a mass of rooks. 

What about our wetlands around the River Axe within 
the next 15 to 20 years of global warming. With the rise 
in the world’s seas, out wetlands will be covered even at 
low tide. This will happen all over the world, by that time 
some areas will have to be covered just to protect our 
wildlife at a cost all governments over the world will 
have to provide.

This 
sad fact is due not just to the arrival of 
Tesco; in fact, the damage was started way 
back with the pedestrianisation of Fore 
Street and Queen Street. 

Many of our residents are not so young 
and are not able to walk the length of Fore 
Street to patronise the shops there, much 
as they would like to; the banning of 
through vehicular traffic therefore denies 
these shops their valuable custom. 

What is worse, as I have said on this 
page in the past, as a result of the pedes¬ 
trian scheme, visitors arriving by car do 
not even get to see what the centre of the 
town has to offer or even know it is there. 

I suggested to the previous town clerk 
that information boards be placed in all 
car parks displaying a map of the centre 
of the town with advertisements by the 
town’s traders so that these visitors are 
made aware that there is more to Seaton 
than Tesco. 


I regret to say that whilst my suggestion, 
which I submitted along with photographs 
of information boards in other towns, was 
received with apparent enthusiasm, no ac¬ 
tion transpired. 

Now is the time to take a long hard look 
at our town and decide, before the season 
arrives, how we want visitors to see it and 
what reports of it we want them to take 
away with them. 

Our mayor is very active in publicising 
new openings but unless she sits down 
with the Chamber of Commerce and ac¬ 
cepts that more needs to be done to open 
up and publicise our town, businesses will 
continue to close down, as they undeni¬ 
ably are, and visitors will only see more 
empty shops. 

Seaton will be an example of the law of 
diminishing returns. There is no time to 
lose.

W E OPEN with news that one of the oldest parish magazines - in the 
Brontes’ former home of Haworth, West Yorkshire - is to close after 
115 years. 

The monthly print of 200 copies is no longer being sold. 

A similar situation has also been reported from the Church in Scotland. 

In Devon, church magazines are currently well supported and electronic means 
are not seen as an alternative. 

More difficult decisions face the Guides and Brownies whose members have to 
choose between God and their membership as their new oath omits God. The Gen¬ 
eral Synod is to debate a private motion on this very soon. 

The Church of the Holy Family Honiton has been saying goodbye to Bishop 
Christopher of Plymouth, who has been in place since 1986. His successor, who 
comes from Allen Hall Seminary in London, received his episcopal ordination in 
Plymouth on January 28th this year. 

From Exeter Diocese comes news that their Reader’s Administrator, Ron Edin- 
borough, responsible for some 300 readers in ministry, retires in April, after a long 
innings. A successor will be named in due course. 

The Church of England General Synod meets in London from Feb 10th-12th 
and has a mixed agenda as usual, headed by Women Bishops - the next steps; 
safeguarding of children and vulnerable adults; and progress over work with/by 
credit unions. A public gallery exists for those who wish to observe debates. 

Time for other dates: Mon, February 24th - Sunday, March 9th is Fairtrade Fort¬ 
night and free leaflets and information are at www.fairtrade.org.uk with other local 
resources availble from www.traidcraft.co.uk or calling 0845 330 8900. 

The Exeter Diocese is aiming for the 100th Fairtrade Church - see 
www.exeter.anglican.org/your church/fairandlocal 
Later, flower festivals are planned in East Devon by Colyton Church for June 
19th-22nd, whilst Branscombe Church has a Festival of Festivals between from 
September 19th-22nd. 

The Devon Historic Churches Trust report that their Churches Day, incorporat¬ 
ing Ride+Stride in 2013, raised just over £45,000; half has been returned to par¬ 
ticipating churches. The date for this year is Saturday, September 13th - do spread 
the word. 

Dates from Ottery St Mary: February 8th sees a Melanesian supper in the parish 
church from 6-10pm, bring and share. Bishop George Cakeli of Timoto will attend. 
The Simply Living film about the Melanesian Brothers recent visit will be shown 
the same evening. 

National Marriage Week will be celebrated on Saturday, February 15th at 5pm 
in Ottery Parish Church by the Mothers’ Union. Come along if you wish to renew 
your vows, or remember relationships. 

Morning services at the URC have begun a series of sermons that will follow 
the journey from the birth of Christ at Christmas to His death and resurrection at 
Easter at 10:30am on Sundays. 

With annual church meetings looming and yearly accounts to approve, a fourth 
edition of ‘PCC Accountability’ - guidance on the Charities Act 2011 and help 
over preparation of financial statements - is available at £10.99 from C H Book¬ 
shop & others. 


District council need to ‘show the way’ 


■ THERE has been much in the local press 
lately about the heritage value of 9 Lyme 
Street, Axminster in connection with planning 
application 13/2590/COU, the replacement of 
the derelict Websters Garage, with a temporary 
car park. 

Online, the heritage officer of East Devon 
District Council has stated: ‘Whilst conserva¬ 
tion area consent is no longer required...’ 

If this is correct then EDDC are entitled to ig¬ 
nore so called heritage considerations and con¬ 
sider the application on its merits and what it 
would offer to the people of Axminster. 

If the application fails due to the considera¬ 


tion that 9 Lyme Street is an asset to the town 
worth preserving, then this would be a travesty. 

It would be against the wishes of the town as 
expressed by its town council in strongest 
terms. It would be against the business interests 
of the town and it would offer no hope for the 
future development of the town. 

Please remember the previous words of Mr 
Barton when he stated to council that both cur¬ 
rent traffic problems and retail opportunities 
did not make Axminster a good prospect for in¬ 
vestment by his company, Hallmark Estates in 
the foreseeable future. 

The demolition of Websters and 9 Lyme 


Street would, at a stroke, remove the main eye¬ 
sore within the town and provide, albeit tem¬ 
porary, much needed additional parking spaces. 

Neither appear on a plan of the Heritage Area 
of Axminster as having any historical value. 
There is therefore no justification to retain ei¬ 
ther. 

If Axminster is ever to improve its centre and 
offer the exciting experience it could, then now 
is the time to start. 

EDDC needs to show the way forward by ap¬ 
proving the application.

The Story of St.Valentine 


IN 270 A.D., marriage had been outlawed by the emperor 
of Rome, Claudius II. Claudius issued this decree because 
he thought that married men made bad soldiers since they 
were reluctant to be torn away from their families in the 
case of war. Claudius had also outlawed Christianity in 
this time period because he wished to be praised as the 
one supreme god, the Emperor of Rome. Valentine was 
the bishop of Interamna during this period of oppression. 
Valentine thought that the decrees of Rome were wrong. 
He believed that people should be free to love God and 
to marry. Valentine invited the young couples of the area 
to come to him. When they came, Valentine secretly 
performed services of matrimony and united the couples. 

Valentine was eventually caught and was brought before 
the emperor. The emperor saw that Valentine had 
conviction and drive that was unsurpassed among his 
men. Claudius tried and tried to persuade Valentine to 
leave Christianity, serve the Roman empire and the 
Roman gods. In exchange, Claudius would pardon him 
and make him one of his allies. St. Valentine held to his 
faith and did not renounce Christ. Because of this, the 
emperor sentenced him to a three-part execution. First, 
Valentine would be beaten, then stoned, and then finally, 
decapitated. Valentine died on February 14th, 270 A.D. 

While in prison, waiting for his sentence to be carried 
out, Valentine fell in love with the jailer's daughter, the 
blind Asterius. During the course of Valentine's prison 
stay, a miracle occurred and Asterius regained her sight. 
Valentine sent her a final farewell note. He signed his last 
note, "From Your Valentine." Even today, this message 
remains as the motto for our Valentine's Day celebrations.

Strawbs back on the 
road...and in Budleigh! 


IN THEIR 70s heyday Strawbs clocked seven consecu¬ 
tive releases on the US Billboard 100 album chart, selling 
over three million copies worldwide, to include ‘Bursting 
at the Seams’, ‘Grave New World’ and ‘Hero and Vil¬ 
lain’, which they toured with rock giants Supertramp, and 
through their illustrious ranks have passed rock/pop lu- 
minati such as Rick Wakeman (later to play with Yes), 
Don Airey of Deep Purple, Hudson/Ford and the late, 
great, Sandy Denny. 

“We actually came out of the folk clubs originally”, 
Dave Cousins told the Pulman’s View from recently, “but 
my main instrument at that time was the banjo... The 
Strawbs - originally the Strawberry Hill Boys - were the 
first Bluegrass band in Britain. We played around the folk 
club circuit and gradually evolved out of it. When the 
first album came out we decided to do the college circuit 
and the Underground clubs and we became more of an 
Underground group overnight without really realising 
what had happened! 

“The first person who was a massive influence on me 
was Lonnie Donegan, and I became very good friends 
with him, going round his house for cups of coffee and 
so on, and he showed me all the tapes that he’d collected 


his songs from... Woody Guthrie and Lead Belly songs, 
and after that we became good friends. He came to the 
White Bear Folk Club that we run at the time and sang 
along with the Strawbs on stage. It was one of the most 
exciting moments of my career.”
